“This statement sounds strange 
when you consider the fact known 
to everybody that the range of prof- 
its of protected products in this coun- 
try are today far in excess of what 
is justified by the labor costs of those 
products and, indeed, bear little or no 
relation to roduction cost. 

“This declaration seems strange in 
connection with the fact that the 
standard of wages in foreign com- 


peting countries is today more nearly 


equal the American standard than 
ever before and that in these for- 
eign countries labor, by the same 
devices and expedients it is employ- 
ing here, is offering equally as suc- 
cessful resistance to the lowering of 
those standards, —— it apparent 
that under the inspiration and im- 
petus of a better erstanding which 
came to labor during the war of its 
rights to a greater oi cage in 
the. profits their r and their 
power to maintain * Tights has 
made it reasonably certain that in 
the future the standard of wages and 
of living conditions throughout the 
world will remain as they were dur- 
ing the war—that is, upon a basis 
of relative international equality— 
and that to this end the labor or- 
ganizations in the world are and will 
continue to cogent and that that 
8 likely continue to be 
su in maintaining these stand- 
ards upon a basis. of approximate 
equality. 

“If the majority members had con- 
sidered these facts they could not

and continued pressure since that time 
has this reserve to approxi- 
mately $136,000,000, notwithstanding 
a reappropriation by congress of over 
$7,000, of the original reserve. 
This reveals the possibilities of the 
widespread. administrative commit- 
ment to reduce the cost of routine 
government business. On the whole, 
I believe, the congress will find the 
operation of the newly adopted meth- 
ods to be highly gratifying, not only 
in having brought about reductions 
in expenditure in accord with the 
manifest wishes of congress in re- 
duced appropriations, but in revealing 
the possibilities of large savings 
through still more efficient methods 
in the future, thus conveying to the 
people the determination of those in 
authority to operate the government 
effectively at the least possible cost, 
to make the government's full con- 
tribution. to a return to the normal 
“ways of peace, and ultimately lifting 
the excessive burden of taxation.”

The report is described by Director

Mr. Dawes pays his respects to the 
present “archaic system of govern- 


mental aecounting,“ declaring that the 


public can never be fully informed as 
to the business operation of the gov- 
ernment until it is reformed. He criti- 
cises particularly “the present system 
of government accounting, which calls 
the loan of money to the railroads an 
‘expense, and the return of money 
loaned a ‘receipt.’ Such operations, 
he says, almost upset the estimated

“An accounting situation like this,” 
he asserts, “might be regarded as hu- 
morous in a small business.

Journalism in America is not only 
an obsession, but a drawback that 
cannot be overrated. 


Politicians are frightened of the 
‘press and, in the same way as bull- 
ting has a brutalizing effect upon 
Spain (of which she is unconscious), 
headlines of murder, rape and rubbish 
i the American 

public. 


With the exception of a few gar- 
ruloua and gushing geese, who think it 
smart to ask pert and meaningless 
questions, the male reporters that I 
have seen have not only been serious 
and intelligent, but men with whom I 
have discussed literature, politics or 
religion; but it would not pay their 
editors, I presume, to publish conver · 
sations of this character. 

On the front page, of even the best 
papers, paragrap ter agraph is 
taken up by descriptions fa poor * 
lish of devastating trivialties. 

Violent and rant young men 
and “flappers” (in whom the Ameri- 


Of what use can it be to crete a 
sensation? Who profits by it? What 
influence can this sort of thing have 
upon the morals of a great and vital 
nation? 

If you will examine the newspaper 
on Abraham Lincoln 
vou will see that even in those days 
praise was anpogular. He was per- 
secuted and villified every day of his 
life but, like my husband, he was 
press-proof. If editors would only 
realize it, following public opinion in- 
stead of guiding it, is ultimately dull 
and makes monotonous reading. 

The “Sob Sisters.” 

The American girl reporters, I was 
told, were formerly known as “sob 
sisters.”

The ladies challenged this and 
asked if he thought Americans did 
not revere their great men and all 
that was worth while; ading that 
they were a young and free nation, 
and posibly going ahead, if anything, 
too fast. 

Appealing to me, I felt obliged to 
say 1 thought they were the most gen- 
uine and hospitable of people, but 
that, in spite of being always in @ 
hurry, I had found them slow, nor 
could I honestly say I thought them a 
free nation. 

I was heartily supported by the 
man who asked the ladies where they 
had observed either the great men or 
the reverence. 

He said that materialism was sap- 
ping the soul of America; that their 
men of intellect were choked out and, 
in an aside to me in French— 
while photographers were taking 
flashlights—begged me to let him 
stay on after the ladies had departed. 

1 assented, and when the oft-re- 
peuted inquiry as to what I thought 
of flappers came up, I listened with 
absent mind and without committing 
myself. 

At a luncheon in St. Louis, I was 
made aware that a reporter was among 
those present. I was startled, and 
said so, but upon his offering to 
withdraw, after being told of my hes- 
itancy in speaking, I said I could not 
allow any guest to be insulted for 
my sake, at which he was allowed to 
remuin. 

I apologized to him, saying that 
though I had imagined this to be an 
gathering, at which no 
newspapers would be represented, I 
did not wish him to be treated with 
any lack of courtesy, and hoped he 
would not make a copy of any of the 
foolish things I might have said. 

Me was very nice and, although J 

shall probably never see what he has 
written about me, I am willing to 
“take a chance“ —as they express it 
over here. 
At my lectures, it was apparent, 
sometimes, that there was disappoint- 
ment in my failing to say something 
sensational, In my interviews, I 
must have been disappointing to the 
reporters. 

Yet, the Americans are keenly in- 
terested in more important matters 
than their newspapers give them 
credit for. In my letcure tour I 
traveled more than a thousand miles 
straight westward from New York— 
as far as Omaha. I have found that 
not only were my audiences in the 
halls keenly alive, but they were ac- 
tively interested, extremely intelligent 
and obviously thoroughly informed on 
many topics. 

I should say that the Americans 
one meets in the lecture halls have a 
fa: better and more complete knowl- 
edge of English politics and affairs 
than English audiences have of 
American affairs. 

It is surprising that the newspa- 
aa in America do not realize this: 

ut they prefer to emphasize the un- 
important and the sensational. 

In England we are trying to raise 


-our journalistic standards to the level 


of the United States, but, without 
claiming undue superiority, I do not 
think. we shall succeed. 

There is enough common sense among 
our people to mitigate against any 
such misfortune, and we have only to 
recall the general election of 1905-6, 
when every morning paper in Lonodn, 
except The Daily News, was against 
us, to realize the impoten¢e of the 
press. 

Fear is as unproductive as it is 
contemptible, and until some big man 
has the courage to break the power of 
the press in America. progress will 
always go beyond civilization,

J. H. Taylor’s Visit. a 
After listening to the many lurid. 
reports of the development of golf 
in the United States, J. H. Taylor, 
famous British professional, who, in 


an exhibition tour of the country dur-

It has been just twenty-two years 
since Taylor made his first and only 
previous visit to this country.

He admits 
that time has taken its toll to some 
extent on his prowess, but it has 
not in the least minimized his en- 
thusiasm for the game. 

Writing récently to Sumner R. Hol- 
lander, president of Holmac, Incor- 
porated, of New York, who will man- 
age the exhibition tour, among other 
things, Taylor had the following to 
say of their approaching tour: 

“Among the courses I played on 
during my last visit and of which I 
have the most distinct fecolleétions, 
are Deal Beach, Myopia, and Whea- 
ton. I remember them as 
open spaces with few and diffident 
looking “Cop” bunkers scattered un- 
ostentatiously around, and I want to 
compare them, as my memory recalls, 
with the creations of the last ten 
years. I shall be prepared for great

J remember the turf on the fair- 
ways was not good and the texture 
of the grass on the putting greens was 
somewhat pristine in its roughness. 
I know that great attention has been 
paid and technical skill applied to the 
vitally important subject in recent 
years.

Robertson walked no 
man and he struck go man nor did 
the screeching ‘Tigers of Ty Cobb dig 
into first bage in that great game 
which made him a famous pitcher 
after years of adventures in the ma- 
jors and minors. 

Barnes had a curve ball with a 
hairpin bend and he struck out five 
of Kaiser Wilhelm's princelings, but 
he also received highly artistic sup- 
port from the million-dollar infield 
which John McGraw hired amd trained 
to play one million dollars’ worth.

Washington, May 7.— American in- 
tervention and administration in 
Haiti were defended by Robert Lan- 
sing, former secretary of state, in a 
letter to Senator McCormick, repub- 


lican, Illinois, chairman of the sen- 
ate committee investigating Haitian 
affairs, made public today. 

Establishment — ace and pros- 
perity in Haiti and blocking of Ger- 
man designs and aggression threaten- 
ing the United States and the Monroe 
docttine were declared by Mr. Lansing 
to be the motives behind the American 
policy. The two dominating ideas of 
the American procedure, Mr. Lansing 
said, were: 

“1, To terminate the appalling con- 
ditions of anarchy, savagery and o 
pression, which had been prevalent in 
Haiti for decades, and ‘to undertake 
the establishment of domestic peace 
in the republic in order that the 
great bulk of the population, who had 
been downtrodden by dictators and the 
innocent victims of repeated revolu- 
tions, should enjoy a prosperity and 
an economic and industrial develop- 
ment to which every people of an 
American nation are entitled. 

2. A desire to forestall any at- 
tempt by a-foreign power to obtain 
a foothold on the territory of an 
American nation which, if a seizure 
of customs control by such a power 
had occurred, or if a grant of a coal- 
ing station or naval base had been 
obtained, would have most certainly 
been a menace to the peace of. the 
western hemisphere, and in flagrant 
defiance of the Monroe doctrine.” 


Was Urgent Necessity. 

Landing of American naval forces 
in Haiti in 1915, Mr. Lansing stated, 
was an “urgent necessity” as, he said, 
an “anarchy and revolution” was in 
full sway, with Americans imperiled 
and the French legation violated by 
a mob which captured and murdered 
former Presidenti Sam. If the 
United States had not intervened, 
other foreign nations would have done 
so, Mr. Lansing said, and to have per- 
mitted such foreign intervention would 
have meant abandod nent of the Mon- 
roe doctrine. 

“The United States had to act and 
to act with vigor,” said Mr. Lansing. 

German aggression in Haiti also 
was a serious factor and one not gen- 
erally known, Secretary Lansing con-

Government Is Sending 
150,000 Troops to Rein- 


force Defeated Chang. 


Washington, May 7.—Civil war in 
China “has only just begun, Ma 
Soo, prepresentative here of the Can- 
ton government, deciared “today in 
answer to predictions by other Chi- 
nese leaders that the defeut of General 
Chang Tso-Lin’s Manchurian army 
before the gates of Pekin would end 
hostilities. The Cantonese troops, Ma 
Soo said, have been ordered north to 
continue the campaign against Gen- 
eral Wu Pei-Fu. 

The winning of one battle, the Can- 
ton envoy declared, “does not war- 
rant the assumption that the war is 
ended,” and he expressed doubts as 
to the extent of General Chang’s de- 
feat, recalling what he describd as 
“erroneous reports vf signal victories 
and overwhelming defeats during the 
world war,“ and other conflicts, . 

Going into the reasons which he 
said had influenced Dr. Sun Yat Sen, 
president of the sodth China govern- 
ment, to throw in his lot with the 


present conflict meant that at this 
time China’s need for unity was great- 
er than her need for peace, and that 
the Canton government “the rightful 
government of China,” having always 
stood for peace, now finds itself 
called upon to decide how it can act” 
to insure permanent peace, 
Pekin Rules Nobody. 

“It must be admitted at the start,” 
he continued, “that the Pekin gov- 
ernment represents nobody. ‘(What- 
ever faction wins, it will disappear, 
for both Chang Tso-Lin and Wu Pei- 
Fu utterly disregard it.“ 6 

Prior to the outbreak of the civil 
war and almost immediately after the 
Washington conference, he said, the 
first step toward unification of China 
was taken.

“They were that the various 
military factions should subscribe to 
the provisional constitution, and as a 
pledge of their seriousness ‘should dis- 
associate themselves “with the Pekin 
government and submit to the Canton 
government, We purposely made these 
terms easy so as to get the factions to 
agree. They were accepted by the rep- 
resntatives of Chang Tso-Lin. In ne- 
gotiating with Wu Pei-Fu we added 
the stipulation that Wu should with- 
draw his troops from Hupeh an 
Hunan. Wu Pei-Fu refused.” | 

Army of 150,000. 

Reviewing the respective relations 
of the Canton government both with 
Wu Pei-Fu and Chang Tso-Lin, Mr. 
Ma declared that the constitutional 
parties have been “tricked by Wu Pei- 
Fu before, but they have not been 
tricked by Chang Tso-Lin.” 

The Canton government. Ma Soo 
said, has an army of 150.000 men, 
which has begun to march forward to 
take part in the general movement 
against Wu Pei-Fu. The headquar- 
ters; he said, are at Shaokuan, near 
the mguntain pass bordering Kwang- 
tung. Hunan and Kiangsi provinces, 
and Dr. Sun is in active charge, with 
an efficient military command. 


ANGLO-CHINESE 
MINES IN DANGER. 

Tien Tsin, China, May 7.—(By the 
Associated Press.)—A critical situa- 
tion is developing on the railway be- 
tween Tien Tsin and Shanhaikwan, 
which is situated on the Manchurian 
frontier. About 20,000 of the defeat- 
ed troops of General Chang Tso-Lin 
are being held up at Tongshang, 
Kuyeh and Lanchow, where there are 
valuable Anglo-Chinese coal mines. 
Frantic appeals reached Pekin yester- 
day from the Linnsi mines, where tht 
foreign staff was reported to be in a 
desperate situation. Twenty-two Brit- 
ish volunteers were sent here’ Satur- 
day night. 

The gunboats of General Wu Pei-Fu 
have appeared off Shanhaikwan, and 
shelled the railway, but without re- 
sults. It is not known whether General 
Chang is endeavoring to make his last 
stand at Lanchow, midway Tien Tein 
and Shanhaikwan, or whether the 
Chi-Li troops of General Wu from 
Kaiping have appeared in Chang's 
rear. The vanguard of the Chi-Li army 
reached Tien Tsin Saturday evening,

CHANG MUST 
WITHDRAW, SAYS WU. 

Tien Tsin, May 7.—(By_the Asso- 
ciated Press.)—General Wu Pei-Fu, 
at the central station in Tien Tsin at 
noon today, said that no further fight- 
ing would be necssary if General 
Chang Tso-Lin’s men withdrew out- 
side the great wall. He ad that, as 
Chan had invaded a province within 
which he liad no jurisdiction, he would 
not return to his headquarters until 
Chang ‘was outside the border. 

The declaration was made again to- 
ady by General Wu that h. is not in- 
terested in politics, but that he desires 
the unification of China, a better gov- 
ernment and a better representative 
parliament. He said he would not 
fight the forces of Dr. Sun Yat-Sun, 
head of the southern government, un- 
less they advanced farther north. 

The victory of Wu’s troops near 
Pekin was won by a brigade of the 
eleventh division personally command- 
ed by Wu. He said today he did not 
‘believe General Chang would offer 
further resistance. 

It is expected that the Pu Kow line 
will reopen tomorrow. A detachment 
of Chang’s cavalry appeared at Yang- 
sun this morning and again interrupt- 
ed railway communications to Pekin. 

General Wu sent troops thither by 
train (and the cavalry fled, but not 
until it had damaged the railway and 
telegraph lines. 

Late advices are to the effect that 
the situation at Lanchow, Lin-Si and 
Kuyeh, which has ben precarious ow- 
ing to the congestion there of hungry 
troops of Chang, is improving. The 
volunteers being sent to Kuyeh are be- 
ing withdrawn. This evening hordes 
of the retreating Fengtien troops are 
crossing the Hai river below Tien 
Tsin. Their retreat is cut off by Gen- 
eral Wu's troops at Chun Liang 
Cheng, and one Fengtien brigade al- 
ready has been disarmed. 

Frequent alarm is expressed regard- 
ing the presence of detachments of 
Fengtien troops in the outskirts of 
the concessions, but the precautions 
adopted are regarded as adequate to 
ward off their entry. 


FIND LESS PEANUTS 
IV SOUTH GEORGIA 


Albany, Ga., May 7.—(Special.)— 
An early survey of the peanut outlook 
in the southwestern section of the 
state indicates that while there has 
been an increase in the — over 
that of last year in Dougherty chunty, 
other counties have somewhat reduced 
their acreage. The curtailment is not 
large in any county, it appears, but 
last year’s prices were generally dis- 
appointing, and the fact is reflected 
in the disposition of farmers to “go 
easy” on peanuts until market con- 
ditions shalP show material improve- 
ment, 

This of course does not apply to 
farmers who plant peanuts with no 
expectation of marketing them except 
on the hoof. South Georgia will raise 
one of the biggest hog crops in the 
history of the section this year, and 
tens of thousands of them will be fat- 
tened in peanut pastures. Peanuts of 
the 1921 crop are now bringing $70 
to $75 per ton.
